Soft Coal Miners 
Receive 80c Day 
Increase in Pay 
WASHINGTON (IP-John L. Lew­ 
is’ soft coal miners received an ac­ 
cents a day pay increase today, 
bringing their basic wage to $20.23 
a day or slightly more than $100 
a week. 
The price of soft coal went up 
at the same time to an average 
of about $5 a ton at the mine, in­ 
dustry sources estimated. 
They 
said this was the same level as 
in 194# before the industry cut 
prices to try to halt a decline in 
sales. 
The pay raise is the second and 
final instalment of a $2-a-day pay 
hike negotiated by Lewis and the 
soft coal producers last August 
The United Mine Workers soft coal 
wage contract is subject to reopen­ 
ing for further demands this fall, 
but Lewis has given no indication 
whether he will take advantage of 
this. 
Soft coal m iners’ average pay 
is already one of the highest in 
the country for production workers.

Asher, Democratic state central 
committeeman from the 21st Con­ 
gressional District, announced last 
week he was bolting the regular

Democratic 
organization, 
which is for former Governor Ste­ 
venson. 
Eben and Lockwood came here 
to meet with Asher and all other 
Kefauver backers were invited. 
"We have neither the time, mon­ 
ey or organization to conduct a 
drive for Kefauver write-ins in the 
Illinois primary,” Asher said. 
“ However, I will write-in Ke 
fauver’s name and ask his other 
friends to do the same.” 
Asher said he knows of 32 county 
chairmen who do not want Steven 
son as the Democratic presidential 
candidate because they believe it 
may mean loss of the state ticket. 
But he refused to name these 
or any of the state central com­ 
mitteemen who he said are also 
anti-Stevenson.

Brundage Sworn 
In As Director 
Of Budget Bureau 
WASHINGTON (W-Percival F. 
Brundage was sworn in today—his 
64th birthday—as director of the 
bureau of the budget. 
He succeeds retiring Rowland 
R. Hughes, 60, who resigned be 
cause of ‘‘personal obligations.” 
Brundage moves up from the bu­ 
reau’s deputy director’s post to the 
$16,000 a-year job. 
Brundage is the sixth director 
since 1946 of the budget bureau 
and the thiid in this administra­ 
tion. In his new post, one of the 
most demanding in government, 
he will supervise the spending of 
biUions of doUars each year by 
dozens of government agencies. . 
Brundage, of Long Valley, N. J., 
declined to discuss his views on 
his new post with reporters. But 
in a recent speech he promised 
"to work hard" to balance the 
budget for the current fiscal year 
ending June 30 and to preserve the 
slim $230 million surplus anticipat­ 
ed for the new fiscal year.

Nehru Says India 
Nay Buy Arms 
From Russia 


NEW DELHI, India dPS-Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru hinted 
today at a news conference that 
India may be ready to purchase 
arms from the Soviet Union. 
India gets most of its arms from 
Britain, but Nehru said today he 
had sounded out the Russians on 
the purchase of bombing planes 
for the defense of India’s borders. 
Nehru 
showed 
concern 
over 
A m e r i c a n arms shipments to 
neighboring Pakistan, which is in 
dispute with India over the state 
of Kashmir. 
He also showed concern that the 
recent SEATO meeting in Karachi 
discussed the Karachi question and 
suggested in a final communique 
that the question be settled by the 
United Nations. 
On the subject of arms, Nehru 
indicated strongly that India was 
in the international market. 
Asked about reports India would 
purchase Canberra bombers from 
Britain, he said India had been dis­ 
cussing 
the purchases 
for two 
years, and that it was true that 
"there recently arrived the finali­ 
zation of parts of the order." 
He said the main question was 
one of delivery. The Canberra is 
a light, fast British-built twin-jet 
bombei used by NATO forces and 
in service in the U. S. Air Force. 
"We are not tied down to any 
country,” Nehru added. "We de­ 
cide where, when and what to pur­ 
chase." 


L O N D O N (EP) — The United 
States will introduce new disarma­ 
ment proposals this week, inform­ 
ed sources said today. 
The fresh American moves will 
extend the U. S. position previous­ 
ly laid down in installments before 
the current five-power arms par­ 
ley here. 
But while U. S. delegate Harold 
E. Stassen places some more piec­ 
es in the American pattern, he also 
is expected to utilize the sessions 
that resume Tuesday to cross-ex­ 
amine Soviet delegate Andrei Gro 
myko closely on the new Soviet 
arms proposal publicized Saturday. 
Stassen paid a flying visit to 
Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther’s SHAPE 
headquarters in Paris over the 
weekend. Observers recalled Stas 
sen and Gruenther held a similar 
huddle just before President Els 
enhower introduced his bold open 
sky plan at the Geneva summit con 
ference. 
Meanwhile it became clear today 
that there is some divergence of 
view on the new Soviet disarma 
ment proposals between the United 
States on the one hand and Britain 
and France on the other. 
American, British and French of­ 
ficials play down any talk of big 
differences. They call it a differ­ 
ence of emphasis. 
But the difference was clear: 
Gov't Reports 
Improvement in 
Small Business 
WASHINGTON (IFS The govern 
ment reported today that despite 
"sags" in some phases of business 
activity, there is a “steady im­ 
provement in the position of small 
business." 
The government issued a series 
of optimistic new reports on the 
nation’s economic health. In one, 
Small Business Administrator Wen­ 
dell B. Barnes said the number 
of U. S. firms rose to a record 
4,225,000 during 1955. 
The Fedora* Deposit Insurance 
Corp. said assets of insured com­ 
mercial banks rose about 9 billion 
dollars last year to a record 209 
billion dollars. Checking accounts 
held by business firms or individ­ 
uals showed a 3 per cent increase 
and time deposits jumped 4 per 
cent. 
The Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board said new savings increased 
during 
January 
and February, 
compared with a year ago. 
With­ 
drawals also rose. This left the net 
addition to savings at 763 million 
dollars, slightly less than the 788 
million dollars in the same two 
months last year. 
Barnes said in a semiannual re­ 
port to President Eisenhower and 
Congress that several problems are 
"plaguing” small business, chiefly 
a shortage of materials such as 
steel and copper and higher prices. 
He added, however, that "short­ 
ages, bottlenecks 
and price 
in­ 
creases which are characteristic of 
a boom economy belie the threat of 
recession despite the sag in some 
individual sectors which may oc­ 
cur, like that in the automotive 
field." 


The United States chose to regard 
some points in the new Soviet plan 
with heavily qualified hopefulness, 
while Britain and France heaped 
on pessimism. 
The Allied difference appeared 
to boil down to this: 
1. Britain and France profess dis­ 
may that Russia "stepped back­ 
ward" by switching emphasis from 
nuclear disarmament to conven­ 
tional disarmament. 
2. The United States agrees this 
was a Soviet step backward, but 
notes that the Soviet switch to a 
more limited goal may open a path 
toward serious bargaining.
